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Supplying and donating instruments

Used musical instruments 

Have you given up playing and abandoned your instrument to a dark corner? It doesn’t 
matter what condition it is in - as long as it is playable it could transform the life of an 
underprivileged child. Please dig it out, tell us what you have and we’ll let you know where 
it is needed most. We’ll also find a way of getting it out to the project at minimal cost. The 
Bracknell and Wokingham Community Band in the UK have sent many brass instruments 
to support the Elgon Youth Brass Band in Uganda. 

New instruments and accessories 

If you work for an organisation that supplies the music business, perhaps you could 
persuade them to donate new musical instruments or accessories such as strings or 
music stands. For example, Stentor Violins, Andrew Riley Violins, Buffet Crampon, 
The String Zone and Pirastro have all donated instruments or strings in recent months.

Many of the instruments our projects have are old and well-used, and many have been 
patched up resourcefully. But often what is needed is professional repair. If you or your 
colleagues have the necessary skills and would be interested in visiting our projects to 
carry out servicing and overhaul, and/or teach the project leaders and students how to do 
so, we would like to hear from you.
